jail. 


Traces Volunteers in Revolution 
Mrs. Lewars spoke- of 
Adams 


county and the- part residents of 
this section, then part of York 
county, took in the struggle for 


• liberty, she made reference to her 


latest book, "Hifles for Washington," 
and traced the fortunes of a com- 
pany of volunteers who joined 
Washington at Boston in 1775 as the 
first troops from beyond the New 
England states to go to his aid. She

In his address Mr. Young spoke 


In detail of many phases of the 
history of- York and Adams counties 
from 1740 up to the Revolutionary 
period covered by Mrs. Lewars.

RUSSIAN ATTACK 


Helsinki.

story of how two elderly Finns of, a 
coastal village frustrated a mass 
bombing attack on Helsinki with 
the aid of a rusty cannon is being 
told here. 


The two men. members of the 


civilian defense organization, sight- 
ed 15 bombing planes enroutc to the 
capital December 1, as the story 
goes.

RUSSIANS TRY 
TO OUTFLANK 
FINNISH FORGES 


Helsinki, Dec. 12 (AP)— The Red 


invaders of Finland, operating from 
dearly-won, footholds 40 miles within 
the: l*?rdcr> pressed today two sepa- 
rate campaigns, either one of wliich 
—if completed—might bring Finland 
to her knees. 


The newer of these parallel offen- 


sives took shape along, the icy shore 
of Lake Ladoga and in the lake 
dotted 
country 
to 
the 
north, 


where numerically superior Soviet 
Russian forces were bent on round- 
ing the northern part of Lake La- 
doga to outflank the stubborn de- 
fenders of the Karelian isthmus. 


Twelve days of attack by planes, 


tanks; artillery and infantry had 
failed to crack1 the isthmus defenses 
between Lake Ladoga and the Gulf 
of Finland—the Mannerheim line— 
according t<> the Finnish command, 
and the Russian strategists may 
have decided a flanking maneuver 
held the greater chance of success. 


A Finnish communique told of 


withdrawal Monday from Pitkar- 
anta, a railway terminus about 40 
miles within Finland on the Ladoga 
shore, permitting Russian occupa- 
tion of the town. 


The captors of Pitkaranta were 


only part of the fanned-out forces 
seeking to outflank the isthmus line. 


Tlie town of Loimola, less than 30 


miles north of Pitkaranta. was bom- 
barded heavily—apparently to "soft- 
en" the Finnish defenses for an im- 


pending assault by "another forces ol 
advancing Russians. ,

Stlll further north, the resort town 


of Tolvajarvl was the scene of an 
engagement In wliich the Finns said 
their foe was turned back with heavy 
losses. Moreover, the Finnish com- 
mand announced wiping out three 
companies of Red infantry trapped 
in machine-gun cross-fire in the Ilo- 
mantal sector, near Enso. 


About 400 miles north of Lake La- 


doga, the other principal strategy of 
the Russians—to knife across Fin- 
land to the Sweden border and the 
head of the Gulf of Botluiia—was 
furthered by Russian capture of 
Salla. also 40 miles witliin the 
border. 


This S|>carhcad was about a fifth 


of the way across middle Finland. 


Defense forces in that region were 


withdrawing slowly into forests from 
which they could put up a stiffer re- 
sistance than on the open terrain 
cast of Salla. 


Finnish military advices pictured 


the withdrawals as "strategic," ac- 
cording to plan, leaving unfortified 
areas to the Russians and solidifying 
Finnish strength in long-prepared 
fortifications. 


In the Karelian isthmus, the orig- 


inal point of attack, the Finns gen- 
erally were holding their own.

TO OUTFLANK 
FINNISH FORCES 


2 FIN N S FR U STR A TE 
RUSSIAN ATTACK

story of how two elderly Finns of a

village frustrated a

told here.

capital December I 
as the story 
goes. 
They ran to the gun and 
fired at the planes. 
The shot missed, but the squad­ 
ron wheeled about, and a dozen of 
the planes emptied their bomb racks 
on the rocky shore where tile cannon 
stood. 
They had to return to their 
base. Only three planes went on to 
Helsinki. 


Helsinki. Dec. 12 (A P )—The Red 
invaders of Finland, operating from 
dearly-won footholds 40 miles within 
the border, pressed today two sep a­ 
rate cam paigns, either one of which 
—if com pleted—m ight bring Finland 
to her knees. 
The newer of these parallel offen­ 
sives took shape along tile icy shore 
of Lake Ladoga and in the lake- 
dotted 
country’ 
to 
the 
north, 
where num erically superior Soviet 
R ussian forces w’ore bent on round­ 
ing the northern part of Lake L a ­ 
doga to outflank the stubborn de­ 
fenders of the K arelian isthmus. 
Twelve days of attack by planes, 
tanks, artillery and infantry had 
failed to crack the isthm us defenses 
between I^ike Ladoga and the Gulf 
of Finland—the M annerhelm lin e - 
according to the Finnish command, 
and the 
Russian 
strategists 
may 
have decided a flanking m aneuver 
held the greater chance of success. 
A Finnish communique told of 
withdrawal 
Monday from 
Pitkar- 
anta, a railw ay term inus about 40 
miles within Finland on the Ladoga 
shore, permitting R ussian occupa­ 
tion of the town. 
Tile captors of P itkaranta were 
only part of the fanned-out forces 
peking to outflank the isthm us line. 
Tile town of Loimola, less than 30 
m iles north of Pitkaranta. was bom ­

advancing R ussians. 
Still further north, the resort town 
of Tolvajarvi was the scene of an 
engagem ent in which the Finns said 
their foe was turned back with heavy' 
losses.
